32 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103(a) of claims 1-32 has been 
withdrawn.

3. Claims 1-32 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed towards adjusting the image orientation of a scanned document. 
Independent claims 1,12,17, and 28 identify the uniquely distinct features inter alia "a 
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control section and a forming step based on the plurality of conditions as recited 
in" the independent claims as stated in Page 1 8, lines 8-1 1 . The prior art of record 
fails to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious. 

Dependent claims 2-11, 13-16, 18-27, and 29-32 are also allowed due to its 
dependency on the allowed base claims.
